Exit Free Press--- 
Exit Freedom 


For a long time, the only semblance of 
Freedom in Argentina has been in the 
columns of La Prensa, a daily newspaper 
that has dared to find fault with the Peron 
Government. By means of a phony labor 
strike, the Dictator succeeded in putting the 
paper out of business. When the thousand 
loyal employees tried to return to work they 
were attacked and beaten and one worker 
was killed. 

The police, who should have given pro- 
tection, stood idly by while the lawless 
“strikers” interfered with the paper’s em- 
ployees. As a result of the “disturbance”, 
the Government swore out a warrant for the 
arrest of the Publisher who outwitted the 
Government and fled _ to neighboring 
Uruguay. 

Now the Government, which could not 
take criticism, is secure in the knowledge 
that, having banished La Prensa, they have 
banished freedom. Such is the fate of a 
country in the toils of dictatorship.

Child Welfare

Storm Brewing 

A new child welfare storm may be brew- 
ing in Alberta with the demand from Liberal 
leader Harper Prowse that a “full, complete 
and exhaustive report” be given on measures 
taken by the provincial government to im- 
plement recommendations of the Royal Com- 
mission on Child Welfare. 

It is about time someone has made this 
demand. 

Following the sordid ‘Babies for Export”’ 
scandal in 1948, a Royal Commission investi- 
gated the procedure of adoptions under the 
Minister of Public Welfare and made many 
recommendations to end abuses. 

Che government said, in effect, “make all 
the recommendations you want we'll put 
them into effect when we feel like it.” 

One of the 283 recommendations from the 
commission dealt with exporting babies for 
adoption to other countries. The commission 
asked that this end. However, babies have 
been sent to such places as Central America 
and Alaska, contrary to the directions of the 
Royal Commission. 

Findings of a Royal Commission should be 
abided by, or else the commissions will be- 
come stooges of whatever party happens to 
be in power, 

We want to know the government's 
reason for failure to carry out many of the

The astronomers tell us that the sun is 864,000 
miles in diameter and, if hollow, would hold the 
earth and the moon, with room for Ahe celestial 
object to revolve on its orbit with considerable 
space to spare. In fact, it would take a million 
and a third earths, packed into one planet, to be 
as big as the sun

Anti-Rat Campaign 
Speeded In Alberta 


Under the slogan of “KROOA"- a catch word 
formed from the first letters of the phrase “Keep 
Rats Out of Alberta’’.the Department of Agricul- 
ture is organizing a campaign to repel a threatened 
rat invasion of Alberta. 

Rats provide a definite threat to Alberta. * Last 
summer a colony of rats was found living on a farm 
near Alsask and quickly destroyed. This was the 
first evidence in the history of Alberta of a colony 
of rats establishing itself in the province 

A number of rat colonies already have been 
established in Saskatchewan on the eastern boun- 
dary of “iat province These colonies are the 
forward outposts of a large and destructive army 
of rats which is moving northwest towards Al- 
berta at a rate of about five miles a year. There 
is also the possibility of rats coming into the prov- 
ince on freight trains, and trucks from rat- 
infested areas 

The first legislative measures to prevent the 
establishment of rats in Alberta was taken when 
the Minister of Agriculture declared the rat a 
pest under the Agricultural Pests Act of Alberta, 
an act administered by the Department of Agri- 
culture 

The pest control officers are the basis of the 
anti-rat program. These officers are appointed by 
their municipalities, villages, towns, cities or other 
local governments and will supervise and apply rat 
control measure with advice from the local district 
agriculturist. Currently fhere are 110 pest control 
officers appointed in Alberta and other are being 
appointed

Canada May Follow U. S&S. 
Lead on Price Controls 


Canada will get price controls if present attempts to install 
a system of price controls in the United States are successful, 
believes Alberta Liberal Senator J. W. Stambaugh. 


Mr. Stambaugh said this week 
that a huge organization is neces- 
sary to make price control work, 
but that if it went well in the 
States Canada would probably fol- 
low suit. 

The Senator added that despite 
fast increasing cost of living the 
country’s prosperity is at an all- 
time high. 

“Although the dollar’s worth 
only 56 cents, we've got two dol- 
dollars for every dollar we used 
to have.” 

Senator Stambough quoted 
figures to show that savings 
and buying have reached new 
high levels. 

He admitted that the govern- 
ment’s policy in fighting inflation 
is to reduce purchasing power. He 
said that purchasing power should 
be chanelled into savings instead 
of being used to buy luxuries. In 
this way the cost of living will de- 
cline, Senator Stambaugh added.

AS POLICE IGNORE RIVAL GANG 


An Edmonton bootleg gang has been given a monopoly on 
bootlegging in the city through smashing by police of a rival 
gang which operated here two months. 


A small bootleg organization has 
been put out of business while an 
elaborate bootleg set-up on Jasper 
ave. is still running “wide-open.” 

Mickey Petrowski, who appear- 
ed in police court recently, was 
fined $750 and costs when he 
pleaded guilty to keeping liquor 
for illegal sale. Several persons 
were said to be working for him 
at the time. 

However, a gang which operates 
out of a suite above a Jasper ave. 
business block is doing a “‘land- 
office’ business, using two cars on 
week-days and three cars on 
week-ends to deliver bootleg 
liquor. 

Since Petrowski's conviction the 
gang has raised prices in their 
illegal trade. 

The bootleg gang is bossed by a 
prominent businessman. 

Their operations are so exten- 
sive that they handle thousands of 
dollar’s worth of liquor every 
week. 

Liquor can be ordered by calling 
either of two phone numbers- 
numbers which can be learned by 
simple inquiry. 

Big profits are made through 
the racket. 

Prices are two to three times 
legal prices. A case of beer which 
legally sells for $2.25 is sold by 
the bootleggers for $5.00. A 
25-ounce bottle of rye costing $3.95 
sells for $10.00. A $5.25 bottle 
of Scotch costs $12.00 and a $3.90 
bottle of gin costs $10.00. 

One of the bootleggers has 
been active in such illicit trade 
here for the past seven years. 
During that time he has been 


arrested and let off with light 
fines. 


One bootlegger had his driver's 
license suspended for life but still 
uses a car whenever he wishes. 

The bootleggers will either de- 
liver liquor to any place in the 
city or will make rendezvous on 
city streets where liquor is passed 
from bootleggers to customers. 

The bootleggers buy  thgir 
liquor from legal outlets in Ed- 
monton. Duties of buying the 
liquor are given to various mem- 
bers of the gang.

In addition to Petrowski’s $750 
fine, he forfeited more than $200 
worth of beer and whisky. 

Defence counsel Alex Dubinsky 
asked for leniency since it was his 
client’s first conviction for il- 
legal sale of liquor. Customary 
fine for first offence is $300. 


Crown, Prosecutor Beaudry 
said he felt in view of the ac- 
cused’s “set-up,” the minimum 
penalty would not be sufficient. 


Petrowsky was also. refused 
time to nay his fine. He was, how- 
ever, able to pay his fine. 

Why police have not been as 
severe with the bootleggers who 
are still operating is an unaswered 
question. 

There is no difficulty in ac- 
quiring evidence in cases of this 
nature as operations are  con- 
ducted practically in the onen and 
anyone can make purchases from 
the bootleggers. 

Whether the underworld may 
have any influence on police ac- 
tivities here is questionable. But 
one bootlegger has received stern, 
and just, treatment from police 
whereas others appear to be im- 
mune from prosecution.

It may surprise you to know 
that right here in Canada we

“Two million pounds in gold 
are buried on it. If I get back 
here in one piece, I’m going to 
have a crack at it.”

By the time the Mauretania 
crept through the fog of Liver- 
pool harbor six days later, I had 
made a solemn pact with “Hard 
Rock” I would join him on the 
expedition. I was convinced that 
the treasure lay there. I still am. 

The story of Oak Island, 
lying about 50 miles from Hali- 
fax, is a familiar one in the 
Maritimes, and has been since 
the beginning of the last cen- 
tury. At least ten parties are 
known to have had a try at it. 
“Hard Rock" Larsen had talked 
with some of these adven- 
turers. He had a plan.

ASKED TO RESIGN 
Political Crisis 
Rocks B.C.’s 
. . 
Coalition Gov't 

VICTORIA, B.C, — The worst 
Political crisis in British Colum- 
bia’s history has rocked the Coali- 
tion government here during the 
past six weeks. 

The Conservative-Liberal Coali- 
tion, formed ten years ago to head 
off the CCF, is led by Liberal 
Premier Byron Johnsan. 

It has been under a barrage of 
demands from all sorts of organiz- 
ations that it resign over its hos- 
pital insurance scheme, which has 
had a loss of many millions of 
dollars in two years of operation. 

Two Coalition members, W. A. 
Bennett of Kelowna and Mrs. 
Tilly Ralston of Vancouver, have 
resigned and crossed the floor of 


the Legislature to opposition 
ranks. 


It is rumored that Bennett 
may launch a new mdependeat 
party, or possibly throw in his 
lot with Social Credit.
